^ esterday and today mark a milestone in the come-back. oi 
the Pennsylvania Republicans since they hit bottom in the 
i hirties. 
For the first time in twelve years, the two fiscal offices oi 
the Common wealth are back in Republican hands. 
Yesterday a retiring Democratic State 1 reasurer made way 
for a Republican I reasurer, the Hon. C harles R. Barber, four 
times elected Mayor of 1 .ric, and more recently State Secretary 
of Welfare. 
I oday (he oath of office as Auditor General was taken by 
former State Senator Weldon B. I 
l e v b u r n . State Senator from 
Delaware County since 19 36 , formei Republican floor Leader 
and President Pro I e m p o r e , a s w ell a s Chairman of the Joint 
State Government Commission. 
I he election which “ pulled the ruti" under Pennsylvania 
Republicans 
w h s that of 19 34, when Kittle New Dealer George 
H. Larie was elected the first Democratic Governor in forty-four 
years 
fie carried with him not only the State offices of Lieuten­ 
ant Governor and Secretary of Internal Affairs, 
b u t also a major­ 
ity in the ‘‘Mate I louse of Representatives. 
I wo years later, in the Roosevelt landslide (majority in Penn­ 
sylvania, nearly 7 0 0 ,0 0 0 ) the Republicans saw their strength at 
its lowest ebb. President Roosevelt swept the decks. 
I he Repub­ 
lican.^ lost a U. S. Senator, lost the Pennsylvania delegation to 
Congress, lost the State Senate as well as the House of Repre­ 
sentatives ----anti lost the two State fiscal offices just regained. 
I he G. O. P. come-back began two years later. 
Led by its 
Gubernatorial nominee, \tthtir i f James, in a hard-hitting cam ­ 
paign the Republicans recaptured the offices of Governor, Lieu­ 
tenant Governor and Internal Affairs Secretary; regained c on ­ 
trol of both 1 louses of the State I .egislature; successfully defended 
its seat in the U. S. Senate; and re-won majority representation 
in Congress. 
I he record thereafter has been a sea-saw affair. 
I he Repub­ 
licans have forged ahead slowly, wiih intermittant set-backs 
d u e 
to loss of the State in national elections, f or a time, both seats 
in the U. S. Senate were in Democratic hands. 
1 wo years ago 
former Governor Martin led a renewed party drive which put 
him in one of these Senatorial post’s, elected the Duff A dm inis­ 
tration with control of the General Assembly; and pushed the 
Republican delegation in ( ongress to tne one-sided ratio of 2ft 
Republicans to 5 Democrats. 
I he fiscal offices, meanwhile, coming up for election at the 
time of the* Presidential campaigns, steadily went against the 
Republicans, 
for three successive national elections, Pennsyl­ 
vania voted Democratic 
I ast year broke the spell. 
Governor 
Dewey carried this state by the largest majority of any state in 
the nation— upwards of I 10,000. 
1 his was the election which returned the fiscal offices to 
Republican hands. 
I hese two offices have great signifance other than as tokens 
of Republican resurgence. 
1 ittle noticed by the public, they nevertheless fully merit 
the historic descriptions of " watchdogs of the public’s money . 
Under the Constitution and the statutes, the State Treasurer 
is the custodian of virtually all revenues received by the C om m on ­ 
wealth, and is the chief paymaster of the State. 
I he Auditor 
General, working in cooperation with the State 1 reasurer, is the 
official who certifies that proposed payments are proper.
